NEWS office with an issue 
of “Northeastern Penn¬ 
sylvania" magazine, dated 
February 17, 1982. The 


whole issue is dedicated to 
the amusement perks in 
Northeastern Penn¬ 
sylvania, and there is a 
section on Newton Lake 
Amusement Park which 
filled in a number of gaps 
in my story. For instance: 

The park covered 50.5 
acres. 

The roller coaster was 
built in 1924 by a Mr. 
Neary. It had a 6-inch wide 
and 4-inch high "T” iron 
rail in the center This held 
the cars on the track. To 
get cars off the track, part 
of the track would have to 
be taken off. The life hill 
was powered by a one- 
cylinder diesel engine that 
could have been patented. 
(Anna Wagner told me that 
a concrete foundation 
where tnc diesel engine 
stood is one of the only 
remaining signs of where 
the park once was). 

A man was killed on the 
roller coaster (date un¬ 
certain i when he unlocked 
the safety chain and stood 
up in a moving car. In 1952, 
the coaster, which was 
damaged by Hurricane 
Hazel, was closed because 
it did not comply widi 
safety requirements. It did 
not, for instance, have a 
catwalk all along the track. 


The 80’ X 90’ dance hall 
was built in 1919, with 
bridge-tyie loins it was 
remodeled in 1924 with a 6- 
foot promenade added. In 
1953 a new floor was in¬ 
stalled. The dance hall waA ■ 
one of the last structures in 
use when the park ceased 
operations in the 1970’s. 

The carousel was built in 
1881. It contained 48 
figures. The magazine also 
gave the place where the 
merry-go-round ended up: 
Marriott's Great America 
■n Santa Clara, California.

The so-calxed Pastor is negatively affecting the life of the congregation and 
should either mend his ways or be dismissed. The so-called Pastor repeatedly betrays 
the confidences of the members of the congregation, which means that if you discuss 
a personal matter with the so-called Pastor that what you have told him in confidence 
is soon spread all over town. Tell Claude and you tell Carbondale. Do we need a 
blabbermouth for a pastor? The Pastor, in addition, uses the Pulpit to make personal 
jabs and attacks on members of the Congregation that do not agree with him. This is 
not professional behavior. The pulpit style of the so-called Pastor leaves much to 
be desired. The following characteristics of his "style" should be noted: (l) reads 
his sermons and his prayers; does the Pastor have a heart?; (2) inept use of rhetorical 
devices; (3) breathy, melodramatic style Chat is more appropriate to the nursery than 
the pulpit; (M sermons are frequently badly organized and aimed at the nine-year-old 
age level; (5) excessive use of Jargon and street language—Is the Pastor aware of the 
fact that the congregation is largely composed of senior citizens who probably do not 
understand his language?; (6) condescending manner. The result of all this is that 
there are many people who do not attend church because of the Pastor. In addition, 
the so-called Pastor continually meddles in (which is different from "participating 
in") activities in the Church and adversely affects all of these activities. The 
so-called Pastor is more concerned with exercising his ego than he is with sej/ving 
as a Pastor to the congregation. 

On the positive side, the so-called Pastor is very good at ministering to the ill 
and the bereaved. Perhaps we should have two ministers: one to minister to the 
healthy and the living, and one to minister to the ill and the bereaved ?g

Robert, who had read my 
article on Newton Lake 
Park, slopped by the 
NEWS office with an issue 
of "Northeastern Penn¬ 
sylvania” magazine, dated 
February 17. 1982. The 


whole issue is dedicated to 
the amusement parks in 
Northeastern Penn¬ 
sylvania, and there is a 
section on Newton Lake 
Amusement Park which 
filled in a number of gaps 
in my story. For Instance 
The park covered 50.5 
acres. 

The roller coaster was 
built in 1924 by a Mr. 
Neary. It had a 6-inch wide 
and 4-inch high “T" iron 
rail in the center This held 
the cars on the track. To 
get cars off the track, part 
of the track would have to 
be taken off t he life hill 
was powered by a one- 
cylinder diesel engine that 
could have been patented 
(Anna Wagner tola me that 
a concrete foundation 
where UiC diesel engine 
stood is one of the only 
remaining signs of where 
the park once was). 

A man was killed on the 
roller coaster (dale un¬ 
certain) when he unlocked 
the safety chain and stood 
up in a moving car. In 1962, 
the coaster, which was 
damaged by Hurricane 
Hazel, was closed because 
it did not comply widi 
safety requirements It did 
not, for instance, have a 
catwalk all along the track. 

The 80' X 90' dance hall 
was buUt in 1919, with 
bridge-me loins. It was 
remodeled in 1924 with a 6- 
foot promenade added In 
1953 a new iloor was in¬ 
stalled The dance hall wai* 
one of the last structures in 
use when the park ceased 
operations in the 1970's. 

The carousel was built in 
1881. It contained 48 
figures. The magazine also 
gave the place where the 
merry-go-round ended up:

>n Santa Clara, California.

The 
so-called Pastor is more concerned with exercising his ego than he is with seizing 
as a Pastor to the congregation.
